ANY DOUBTS WHICH may have grown up 
in publishers’ minds regarding the book- 
seller’s reception of the stock control cards 
which have been sent out by numerous 
houses this fall, either through the R. R. 
Bowker Co. or direct from the house it- 
self, should be dispelled by the almost 
unanimous praise with which they have 
been received. In response to inquiries by 
the A. B. A., which was responsible for 
the adoption of the idea, and by the 
Bowker Co., many booksellers, large and 
small, from all parts of the country, have 
registered their approval of the new 
system. Charles K. Jackson of Burrows 
Brothers, in Cleveland, for instance, says, 
“We are using them (stock control cards) 
aud mean to continue to do so and will 
develop their use as far as we _ possibly 
John G. Kidd of Stewart Kidd, in 
Cincinnati, goes on record as being “abso- 
lutely for the idea. If the retail outlets 
use them consistently I am sure they will 
be of benefit both to the retailer and pub- 
Stock should be in much better 
condition with buying planned as it can be 
under this system.’

we have started to use this system we are 
finding new uses for it every day. ‘This 
means that keeping account of the new 
books and of our stock greatly simplifies 
intelligent buying.” Marion Dodd of the 
Hampshire Bookshop in Northampton, 
Mass., also favors the system, stating 
“from very short experience with it I real- 
ize that it is absolutely essential to any 
well run bookstore, even though no one but 
God Himself would know about the matter 
of overstock!” 

Other bookshops registering their ap- 
proval are: John Wanamaker in Phila- 
delphia; the Edward P. Judd Co., in New 
Haven; E. W. Edwards in Rochester, 
N. Y.; The Britannica Book Shop, New 
York; The Corner Bookstore, Ithaca; 
Joseph Horne Co., Pittsburgh; The New 
Dominion Bookshop, Charlottesville, Va. ; 
The May Company; R. M. Mills Book 
Store, Nashville, Tenn.; Miuller’s in At- 
lanta; W. R. Reed, New Brunswick, N. J.; 
W. M. Whitney & Co., in Albany; and 
the Western Book and Stationery Co., with 
12 book departments in various large 
cities. 

Additional Uses 

While the cards are intended primarily 
to facilitate ordering and to allow book- 
sellers to keep a constant check on the rapid- 
ity of movement of their stock, booksellers 
are finding many additional uses to which 
they may be put, and have worked out 
numerous different ways of filing the cards, 
depending on the particular need of the 
shop. Paul Romaine, of Vanguard Books, 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, who states that the 
system “is one of the first signs of organiza- 
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tion and intelligence the writer has seen in 
the book business in which he has been en- 
gaged for six years,” gives in detail his 
method of applying the cards. “The fol- 
lowing is what occurs when I receive a 
batch of the cards,” he states: 

“1. Go through them and discard all 
those of no interest to me at the time or at 
any future time. 

“9. Go through them again and pull 
those out I do not want to order but 
believe I have a possible buyer for. (This 
card is then dispatched to the customer and 
works very effectively, since it is an ad.) 

‘3. Go through them again and place all 
I wish to order immediately in a pile. What 
happens to the balance? ‘They go into a 
‘future order file.’ They are books that I 
want to round out my stock because they 
fit in with those types of books I specialize 
in more than others—books I can always 
sell yet do not have to rush an immediate 
order for, but rather distribute their pur- 
chase over a period of time—making it 
easier to meet the bills. These cards are 
filed by publisher. 

‘“My ‘orders outstanding’ file contains the 
cards alphabetically by title, while the stock 
control file (of books purchased, reordered, 
etc.) lists them by author.” 

Has Two Files 

H. A. Swanseid, manager of Mabel UI- 
rich’s Book Shop in Rochester, Munn., 
keeps two files, one arranged alphabetically 
by title, the other by publisher. She writes 
“We have always kept a stock control card 
system—and we have found these ‘printed 
in advance to be a great help.” Dorothy 
Knox, of Dot’s Bookshelf, Charlotte, N. C., 
has adopted a different filing system. She 
says “You would no doubt shudder in hor- 
ror at the way I have mine indexed, but they 
afford me more information than I ever 
believed possible. My filing system consists 
of the following heads: Children, Older 
Boys, Older Girls, Mystery, Love, Real- 
ism, Travel, Biographies, etc., etc. When 
a customer asks for information concern- 
ing the latest books on travel, I turn to 
my index and present him with the cards 
with their condensed and complete infor- 
mation. Since I carry a small stock of 
books, you can readily see what an aid in 
selling this system represents to me.” 
Mabel A. Steele, of the Union Theological 
Book Service, who has been using a card 
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system since the store was organized in 
1929, especially likes the ruling provided 
for stock control and the information 
which the cards contain. Her stunt, she 
says, “is to look carefully over the cards 
and decide from the description what 
should be ordered and then throw the cards 
immediately into the order box.” She finds 
that she is “carrying a more representative 
stock of books of certain publishers whose 
representatives do not call or call infre- 


quently.” 
Use as Reference File 


One of the most frequent uses for the 
cards, besides ordering and checking is as a 
reference file. Many booksellers are using 
them instead of the publishers’ catalogs in 
looking up special orders, etc. Alice 
Blanchard of the Everyday Bookshop in 
Burlington, Vermont, for instance, reports 
that “not only does it simplify our routine 
for ordering stock, but we find that we are 
going to let our customers use it for refer- 
ence. The notes are a great help when 
we are asked for information about books 
we have not purchased.” And the Sather 
Gate Book Shop, in Berkeley, Calif., which 
has a system of its own, is using it as a 
reference file with the quantities ordered, 
so that the staff may refer to it. Cedric 
R. Crowell, general manager of the Dou- 
bleday, Doran Bookshops states “we are 
using the cards not in connection with 
stock control, but instead of the publishers’ 
catalogs for information on current books. 
One objection which I find to the system 
is that when I go to look up a publication 
by one of several publishers, I find that 
they are not cooperating and then I have 
to refer from the stock control cards to 
their catalogs with a resulting waste of 
time.” The Carteret Bookshop in New- 
ark, N. J., finds the system a great aid in 
buying and feels sure “that it will aid us 
materially in taking an inventory much 
quicker than if we did not use them.” 
Other shops which have found special uses 
for the cards and favor their continuance 
are Paul Elder & Co., and Newbegin’s 
Book Shop in San Francisco, A. ©. 
Vroman in Pasadena, Calif., The Univer- 
sity of Chicago Bookstore, and ‘Thomas 
M. Hutsell in Kirksville, Mo. 


Two Criticisms 
Two criticisms most frequently voiced 
are that the cards are not issued by all 
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publishers and that they sometimes appear 
too late. L. V. Harvey of Pomeroy’s, Inc. 
in Harrisburg, Pa., who finds that the 
cards fall into his own system perfectly, 
states that “‘we are speaking to every pub- 
lishers’ representative as he calls, about the 
value of the stock control system and sug- 
gesting that he recommend to his house, 
it they are not already using this system, 
that they adopt it.” Alice Steinlein, the 
Greenwood Book Shop, Wilmington, Dela- 
ware, who has installed the system and 
found it a great help says, ““We sincerely 
hope that those publishers who have not 
yet sent us cards will soon do so, as the 
printed cards are much more satisfactory 
than those we write up ourselves.” Dor- 
othy Oechsner, of F. F. Hansell & Bro. 
in New Orleans, offers as her only critic- 
ism the fact that they find they have not 
cards for a great many of the fall publica- 
tions which they have ordered. Marion 
Bacon, who states that every book in the 
Vassar Cooperative Bookshop in Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y., is now under a stock con- 
trol system, hopes that others of the more 
important publishers may be persuaded to 
cooperate. A number of other stores have 
offered the same criticism. 


A Convert Testifies 

Charles M. McLean of Pettibone, Mc- 
Lean in Dayton, Ohio, writes “I must 
confess that I was one of those who had 
to be sold on the idea of the stock control 
card. My first impression was that the 
average retail bookseller would become so 
hopelessly confused that the whole thing 
would simply die a natural death....I 
confess joyfully that my fears were ground- 
less and at the present moment I find my- 
self depending very, very much on these 
same cards at which I sneered. We use 
them constantly and wonder how we could 
possibly get along without them. It 
would be nice if the cards were supplied 
well before publication, or, failing this, that 
the traveler be able to supply cards for the 
books he is selling at the time of his call.” 
Many booksellers agree with this, feeling 
that the cards should arrive before the tra- 
veler, if possible. The Old Corner Book- 
‘tore in Boston is one that offers this criti- 

Zoing on to state that they “are using 
le control cards 100% and intend to con- 
tinue the system even if forced to write our 
Own cards.” Frederick and Nelson in 
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Seattle, stating that they are enthusiastic 
about the cards, observe ““We do not find, 
however, that those sent out by the pub- 
lishers fill any vital need, as they usually 
arrive some time after our orders have 
been placed, and many times there are no 
cards for the books in which we are espe- 
cially interested.”’ 
Uniform Style 

Christopher Grauer of the Otto Ulbrich 
Co. in Buffalo, who is greatly pleased with 
the cards offers another criticism. ‘I hope 
that all publishers will permit the cards to 
be issued in uniform style. At present 
there are 4 or 5 different kinds of cards 
used, and the arrangement and the typog- 
raphy employed are confusing and defeat 
quick reference. “The American Booksell- 
ers, cards are ideal in arrangement, and I 
hope the day may come when all publish- 
ers may see the wisdom of employing 
them.” Mr. Grauer also favors receiving 
cards for the entire fall list of each cooper- 
ating publisher at one time. 

Numerous bookstores already had stock 
control systems when the A.B.A. plan was 
put into effect. Of these, many have 
found the printed cards superior to their 
own systems. Stanley G. Remington of 
the Norman Remington Company in Balti- 
more, is one of these. “We have been using 
the stock control card of our own for a 
number of years,” he states ‘““‘but when the 
publishers decided to print one, we found 
it much better than the one we were using 
and are mighty pleased to receive them.” 
The Charles E. Lauriat Company in Bos- 
ton reports “we have used the stock con- 
trol cards for some time past, and those 
which you have been sending us have been 
of advantage and usefulness in connection 
with our own.” David Newberry of The 
Emporium in San Francisco says, “We use 
the cards faithfully, and find them much 
more satisfactory than the cards we for- 
merly made for ourselves from the pub- 
lishers’ catalogs. We have been using the 
card system for four years and would not 
be without it for 10 times what it costs 
us. It is a help necessary even in the best 
times, but in times like this it is just in- 
dispensable.” Ralph B. Henry of Carson, 
Pirie, Scott & Co. in Chicago also adds 
his voice to the praise of the system. “We 
are very much in favor of a stock card 
system” he says ‘and have had such a sys- 
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tem for more than six years. It has worked 
very satisfactorily. ‘The publishers’ cards 
that have been sent us were not used for 
stock control purposes, but we have been 
glad to get them, as there is much infor- 
mation included on these cards, and we are 
using them for quick reference.” 

Further opinions might be added almost 
indefinitely. Morris S. Traver of Traver’s 
Book Store in Trenton, N. J. says, “In the 
short time we have been using them we 
have already found them helpful. Sure- 
ly it takes time to discover the value of 
such a system, and I feel that the system 
should be used by the bookstores generally, 
through the cooperation of the publishers, 
for a period of a year at least, before any- 
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One can say it is not worth the effort of the 
bookseller and the small expense divided 
amongst the publishers.” George \. 
Jacobs of Philadelphia, past president of 
the A.B.A., states that “as booksellers we 
are absolutely sold on the idea of the book 
stock control card, and we propose to con- 
tinue its use and develop it. In my opin- 
ion, this is a feature of the business which 
ought to be stressed by both publisher and 
bookseller. At the outset, it will perhaps 
restrict the size of first orders to publish- 
ers, but ultimately it cannot fail, if used 
constantly, to result in a sounder and 
healthier condition of the retail booktrade. 
all of which will, of course, redound to 
the advantage of the publisher.” 


Galsworthy Awarded Nobel Prize 


JOHN GaALsworTHy has won the Nobel 
Prize for literature for 1931. “The Nobel 
Prize is given each year to “the person 
who shall have produced in the field of lit- 
erature the most distinguished work of an 
idealistic tendency.” It is not awarded to 
any particular book, but to an author for 
the sum total of his works. 

The appropriateness of the award has 
sometimes been questioned on the grounds 
that the winner is not idealistic. There 
can be no question in Mr. Galsworthy’s 
case. 

While his best known work is undoubt- 
edly “A Forsyte Saga’ which with its 
sequel ‘‘A Modern Comedy” comprises 6 
novels and connecting short stories, a num- 
ber of his earlier novels are equally dis- 
tinguished, and many of his plays have been 
successfully produced, notably “Strife,” 
“Justice,” “Loyalties” and “Old English.” 
It was “Strife” which first brought Gals- 
worthy to the attention of a wide audience 
in America and made him felt as a social 
force. ‘‘Justice’’ made such an impression 
on the British public that instant reforms 


were begun in the prison system. Gals- 
worthy’s “Flowering Wilderness” is just 


out in America this week, not strictly a 
sequel to ‘‘Maid in Waiting” but concern- 
ing many of the same characters. Gals- 
worthy is published in America by Scribner. 

The first Nobel award was made in 1901 
to the French poet, Sully Prudhomme.

Galsworthy is the second Englishman 
whom the award has been made. Rudyard 
Kipling won it in 1907. George Bernard 
Shaw, the Irish dramatist, won it in 1925. 
The only American awarded the prize was 
Sinclair Lewis in 1930. Last year's awar 
was made posthumously to a little-know, 
at least little-known over here, Swedis!! lyric 
poet, Erik Axel Karlfeld who had refused 
it ten years earlier on the grounds 
was not read outside of Sweden.

books this year. I have here a poster on

(Long & Smith), “The Manhattan Oases” 
by Al Hirschfeld will pretty soon be a 
historical document, as it contains New 
York’s speakeasies of 1932 (Dutton). Van- 
guard Press has a very amusing cut-out for 
Duff Gilfond’s ““The Rise of Saint Cal- 
vin.” There are three stills from ‘The 
Kid From Spain,” Eddie Cantor’s picture, 
which tie up with Hemingway’s “Death 
in the Afternoon.” On November 18th 
Little Brown publishes “Men Are Like 
Streetcars,” a book which they claim has 
some of the appeal of “Gentlemen Prefer 
Blondes.” To complete the picture of hu- 
morous books there is a very amusing 
poster on ‘The Bishop’s Jaegers”’ by 
Thorne Smith (Doubleday, Doran), also 
“The Cautious Amorist” with jacket and 
illustrations by the author (Farrar and 
Rinehart) and their big surprise of the 








year will be a book of drawings by Soglow 


“Everything’s Rosy” which has very tricky 
window appeal. We may also add Simon 
and Schuster’s “Fun in Bed,” the conya- 
lescent’s handbook, and “Funday,” a book 
of original drawings and verses, which the 
author Ilo Orleans prepared for his own 
children, (Claude Kendall). 

We may also remember that besides 
Louisa Alcott, Spinoza also has a centenary 
this year, (Spinoza was born 300 years 
ago) which Macmillan celebrates by pub- 
lishing “Blessed Spinoza” by Lewis 
Browne; and the Aventine Press a life 
of Spinoza by Benjamin de Casseres. 

The two biggest bargains of the year 
at a dollar are “The Works of Rabelais” 
illustrated by Heath Robinson, 2 volumes 
each selling at a dollar (Rarity Press) 
(posters available) and the two volume 
“Gibbon’s Decline and Fall of the Roman 
Empire” at a dollar a volume. While men- 
tioning bargains there is Russell’s ‘Good 
Medicine” (Doubleday, Doran), the origi- 
nal of which sold for 90 dollars—of course 
there are slight modifications, but it is a 
magnificent piece of bookmaking most 
lavishly illustrated. (Price now $5). 
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This poster from Houghton Mifflin for 


“Comic Relief” will show up to advantage 
in a window of humorous books 
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There are not posters for all these books 
but they lend themselves exceedingly well 
to display and centered in your window, 
opening up the book at striking illustrations 
will stop the passers-by. 

Houghton Mifflin sends us a perfectly 
gigantic poster for “Forgive Us Our Tres- 
passes,” their big fall fiction book. 

Bobbs Merrill sends us the photograph 
of a window on “Potomac Landings” 
which had a tremendous success. This firm 
also recently published “ances Down,” 
the jacket of which is every bit as good as 
that of Boleslavski and Helen Wood- 
ward’s first book ““The Way of a Lancer.” 

Great success has also followed windows 
on Century’s “Tiger Man” by Duguid. 

For the military minded there is still 
General March’s book, (Doubleday), the 
vivid red jacket attracting attention, and 
the two volume “The Personal Memoirs 
of General Joffre’ with a very attractive 
colored poster with a photograph in the 
center (Harper).

Now it was announced in one of the pre- 
vious Publishers’ Weeklies that I would 
write down some book window aphorisms. 
This is to be taken with a grain of salt. 
What has been applicable in my own work, 
that which has been garnered from my own 
experience may or may not apply to your 
own window problems. I do not want to 
be pedagogical about it; but you just take 
them for what they are worth. 

Keep your windows neat. (Unless it 
is a sale window, then a willed disarrange- 
ment may have better results). 

‘Trim your windows at least once a week. 
(If success warrants keeping a display a 
second week, take the books out anyway 
to prevent their having a dusty look). 


Keep your main display, if possible at 
the level of the eye. 
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Change your window design from week 
to week. 

Focus the attention by legible script on 
your posters. 

Contrast colors in a row of books (if 
they are single titles). 

Do not devote more than, at most, alter- 
nating weeks to one title displays. 

Keep the News Element in your win- 
dows. 

It is permissible to shock, but never of- 
fend in your windows. 

Avoid artiness in your windows. 

Always have more books than objects 
in your windows (that is if you want your 
shop to be called a bookshop). 

If there are illustrations show the inside 
of the book. 

The best display of books remain the 
books themselves. 

Rouse curiosity with your windows, but 
do not satisfy it wholly. (Let people come 
in to ask questions, otherwise they'll move 
on). 

Do not make your windows so high that 
an outside view obliterates the inside of 
your shop. (I myself in my anxiety to 
show many books have been occasionally 
guilty of that). 

Trick displays are all right, but remem- 
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ber that the trick must sell the books, 
otherwise it is no good and only diverts 
attention from the books. 

A successful book window maker must 
also be somewhat of a show man. It is the 
cheapest form of advertisement and _ the 
most effective one. 

Let your window be your bait. 

If you have bargains to offer, mark 
plainly former and present price on the 
books. 

Make seasonal appeals in your windows, 
Connect your township’s activities with the 
books in your windows. 

Remember that your windows should 
not only attract lookers but also buyers, 
Too many people in front of your win- 
dows might easily discourage serious book 
buyers. 

Remember that the only opinion to be 
catered to in a window is good taste. We 
are not propagandists, unless it be for 
legitimate commercial appeal. Vulgarity 
and sensationalism will give no _ lasting 
results. 

Sameness kills a window, uniformity acts 
on the onlooker like a soporific. Vary ap- 
peal, design, color, height. Flowers and 
books should equally attract by their fresh- 
ness. 


Why Chain Libraries Use 


Remainders 
Richard Goldblatt 


Publix Fiction Circulating Libraries, New York City 


THERE WAS AN editorial in the October 
Ist issue of The Publishers’ Weekly com- 
menting on the increasing use of remain- 
ders instead of new fiction in_ rental 
libraries. 

The main reasons for this are the dis- 
honest public and careless indifferent shop 
owners, also, the entrance of scores of 
“chain libraries” in the past three years, 
which haven’t enough branches to make a 
success of their venture, but, collectively, 
have done considerable damage to the 
business. 

When I started my chain of libraries 


seven years ago, the field was practically 
new. <A deposit of 50 cents was collected 
from every reader, which caused them to 
feel responsible for the books; and_ the 
store-keeper, seeing the attitude of the cus- 
tomers, was discriminating in handing out 
books. The result was that good books were 
continually being installed, because I felt 
they would not be stolen. The public was 
satisfied with the selection of books. The 
store-keeper was pleased with his earnings, 
25% clear, and the library was an asset 
to his business. 

Then came an avalanche of “Chain 
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Libraries.’ Drug store clerks opened 
branches in their spare time, some of them 
having as few as a dozen branches. ‘They 
were using second-hand books (some used 
hooks they had had in their homes for 
vears) and remainders. ‘The first thing 
they did was to rent books without de- 
posits, and they offered the store-keepers 
commissions ranging from one-third to 
forty per cent. ‘This was impracticable. 


All this had a bad effect on the circulat- 
ing library business. Picture for yourselves, 
the state of affairs. The store-keepers were 
canvassed by scores of representatives who 
claimed to have large chain libraries, offer- 
ing all brand new books, no deposit, and 
larger commissions. “The result is what 
you would guess. I had to cut out the de- 
posit system, although I did not try to 
meet the percentage they offered. 


Then came the depression. Many, many, 
many of the honest public, couldn’t afford 
to be honest any longer. If, through over- 
sight or carelessness, they kept a book for 
a long period, so they owed money for 
overtime, they kept the book and joined 
another library in their neighborhood. 
Others gave fictitious names and addresses. 
Others more simply stole the book from 
the stores. 


This resulted in a falling down in the 
quality of the libraries. I venture to say 
there aren’t many good libraries in any 
drug stores or stationery stores today, al- 
though I had many of them several years 
ago. : 
This condition caused me to cut out, in 
most cases, the use of new books, as there 
Was no sense in putting a copy of “Sons” 
into a store when I felt reasonably certain 
the storekeeper would hand it out to any 
one at all, whether he knew the customer 
or not, even if he lived out of the neigh- 
borhood. Remainders at twenty-five cents 
each were good enough for the store-keepers 
to hand out as if they were samples of 
tooth-paste. 

his resulted in the public, even the dis- 
Onest ones, complaining to the store; and 
the store passed the complaint on to me and 
others like me. The store-keepers expected 


- too much after the sales talk of all these 
' Tepresentatives of “large chains’ offering 


; a selection of brand new books, with 
poet changes for his library. A se- 
‘ction of new books would cost at least 
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one hundred dollars, and as very, very few 
stores warrant an investment of this 
amount, these chain library owners have no 
intention of delivering what they promise. 
So the complaints continue, and the store- 
keeper keeps on changing his library until 
he has tried every company in the city. 
Then he gives up in disgust. 

If these library chains realized that if 
an agency were worth while, the company 
whose library was installed in a store, 
ought to make every effort to keep the ac- 
count. When the store-keeper wants to 
change frequently, it is probably on account 
of heavy losses of books, and therefore it 
is not an agency worth bothering about. 
If these irresponsible chain library owners 
had realized a clearer picture of the mutual 
advances of a well-run chain and a well- 
run agency, they would not try to out-do 
each other in continuing to offer excessive 
commissions. 

I heard a case, about a year ago, where 
a store-keeper was caught fixing the rec- 
ords (oh, yes, this happens). When this 
was called to his attention, he replied 
“Well, what about it? Take your library 
out if you want to. 1 can get another 
library. In fact, I can change libraries 
every three months, and have enough to 
choose from for the next five years.” 

He is right. Someone else will be glad 
to step right in. 

I had hopes last year that the libraries 
operating in the city and vicinity would 
get together in some form of association to 
operate a clearing house for valuable infor- 
mation, but I guess the time isn’t ripe for 
this yet. Many new chains don’t realize 
what they are running into. The smaller 
ones are still trying to grab an agency away 
from its present owner. 


But, with all this, I am optimistic. | 
feel the “Rental Library Business’ will 
again be what it was several years ago. 
Many of the present chains will have to 
discontinue. The field will narrow down 
to the better and more capable chains, and 
with the recovery of business in general, 
losses of books will decrease, so that we 
will feel safe again in supplying the “new 
books” to the public. I will go so far as 
saying the deposit system will be used again 
within the next year or two. 

In the meantime, I will use all the re- 
mainders I can get hold of. 
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HOLD every man a debtor to his profes- 
sion, from the which, as men of course 
do seek to receive countenance and profit, so 
ought they of duty to endeavor themselves, by 
way of amends, to be a help and ornament 
thereunto. —BACON. 





Stretching Book Buyers’ Dollars 
SIMULTANEOUSLY WITH THE growth of 
variety and beauty in books for children 
there has been going on for some years an 
extensive development of the popular re- 
prints for children. Booksellers seem to be 
unanimous in their opinion this year that 
in the price ranges of $1 and 5oc. there 
have never been more substantial and beau- 
tiful books. In the competitive juvenile 
lines, the power of large purchase in a 
buyer’s market, and the new competence 
in using the full resources of typography 
and of color have been used to an advan- 
tage that has never before been equalled on 
the book counters. 

Many fresh displays of these books are 
today appearing in the stores, and book- 
shops, large and small, are finding good 
reasons for such displays, first, to meet the 
demands of people who have never been 
book buyers but who are attracted to books 
as gifts by merchandise of outstanding 
value; second, to keep in the book market 
as buyers parents who might not be able to 
buy the current new books or the more 
finely illustrated classics, and third, to pro- 
vide merchandising specials which can be 
used with spectacular emphasis to enliven 
the activities of the whole store. 

It is certain that if any bookseller will 
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set up before him a row of the volumes 
he is offering for the children at popular 
prices, he will find himself thinking jp 
terms of an advertising and promotion 
campaign which will help him increase the 
total number of his book sales and broaden 
the basis of book buyers on which he is to 
build for the future. This is a year of ad- 
vantageous buys for those who want books 
at popular prices. 


Fall Book Prices Are Lower 


Ir HAS BEEN increasingly clear as the fal] 
publishing developed that the list prices of 
books in non-fiction areas have shown a 
very marked decrease since a year ago, 
Publishers, since last spring, have had time 
to review their programs and to plan their 
campaigns on lines that include the closest 
possible economies in all publishing costs 
in order that their books as they reached 
the bookseller’s counters might show an 
appreciable decline in list prices. Such a 
tendency was already evidenced last winter 
when Harcourt, after publishing at $7.50 
Steffens’ book, which would certainly have 
been $10 a few years ago, proceeded shortly 
afterward to make a one-volume edition at 
$3.75, a price which kept the book in the 
front rank of best sellers. 

Among the books this fall, and many 
examples could be picked, was Nevins’ book 
on Cleveland, a book in which there is 
easily enough text for a two-volume biog- 
raphy. By careful management, it has been 
put into_a one-volume book at $5. 

The Mark Sullivan book is $3.75 and 
so is the new Halliburton, ‘‘Flying Carpet.” 
The life of Joffre is on Harper's list as 
two volumes $6.00, Hilaire Belloc’s “Na- 
poleon” is $4.00 where ‘Woolsey’ was 
$5.00. Francis Gribble’s ‘Comedy ot 
Catherine the Great” is $3.75, his books 
have been $5.00; the new historical biog- 
raphy from Henry Dwight Sedgwick, “The 
Black Prince,’ shows the same percentage 
of decrease from previous years. 

It may be said that, although there 's 
the customary difficulty of making exact 
comparisons from one season to another, 
non-fiction is in general about 20 to 25 
per cent below last year and it seems likely 
that when gift time comes around such 
changes will have very considerable weight 
in the temptation to use books as giits. 

In the case of fiction which many people 
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so often consider chiefly in connection with 
price levels, there is less opportunity to 
make any change, and the principal dif- 
ference is that there are less $2.50 books 
than last year. The cost of producing new 
fction and launching it has been so thor- 
oughly tested out over a period of years 
that it is hard to save more toward lower 
initial prices. Many think that the public, 
after all, is much better served to have the 
most successful fiction in the reprint edi- 
tions and to have a list price on new fiction 
that will adequately cover at least the cost 
of production and plant on the first print- 
ing and give the publisher a chance for 
profit if the book can be put back on the 
presses again. It is estimated that not 
more than sixty per cent of the fiction pub- 
lished ever does get beyond the first edition. 


A Five-Day Week for Publishing 
WHILE ALL RETAIL STORES, certainly book- 
stores, must depend very largely on their 
Saturday trade to bring the sales up for 
the week, as it is on Saturday that so many 
people do their shopping, the publishing 
world may easily come to adopt in the 
future the widely suggested program of a 
five-day week, which most publishers do 
adopt for the summer months. 

Some departmentalized publishers have 
special problems, as in the case of textbook 
houses where there is considerable activity 
on Saturday when field men come in for 
the week-ends, but trade publishers do not 
tind that the half-day is absolutely essential, 
and, if forward-looking industries are to 
adopt such a plan, it might be well worth 
while tor the publishers to begin consider- 
ing whether they can be among the leaders 
in such a movement. ‘The idea is bound 
to be discussed and well deserves very care- 
tul consideration. 


Printed for Rental Libraries 


I? HAS RECENTLY been proposed that pub- 
lishers should rent recent plates of mystery 
novels for the purpose of printing these 
books especially for circulating libraries at 
extremely low prices. Such contracts would 
have to be studied carefully by publisher, 
literary agent and authors. Presumably 


such reprints would be for the chain libra- 
ties which are competing with each other

ders. Perhaps a more important thing 
would be to eliminate cutthroat competi- 
tion in that field rather than supply books 
at any lower price. Certainly the reader 
who is getting a book for a small price per 
day does not need lowered prices, as he is 
already getting reading matter at an ex- 
tremely cheap rate, as low as the price of a 
magazine. If publishers sign such contracts, 
they will be lowering their income from the 
potential library field and thus still further 
decreasing their total gross income. 


This Question of Overstock 

It MAY BE THAT the research laboratories 
of Cornell University are contributing an 
important suggestion to the problem of the 
publishers and book binders in ridding the 
trade of the threat of overcrowded ware- 
houses. According to the reports from Ithaca, 
Cornell scientists have proved that cellulose 
in the form of paper can be so mixed as to 
make an admirable diet for domestic animals. 
In fact those animals on which it has been 
tested thrive much better than they did on 
their accustomed food. The material has 
to be ground up and made into a proper 
balance of cellulose molecule, and with the 
diet is mixed a little casein. It may well 
be that the publishers may make an arrange- 
ment with the Dairymen’s League to take 
butter and cream in exchange for sheet 
stock f.o.b. New York. 


Book Begging Again 

‘THE New YorK PUBLIC SCHOOL teachers, 
having successfully fended off any reduc- 
tion in their income, have turned their at- 
tention to reducing the income of New 
York publishers and booksellers by canvas- 
sing the New York publishing offices for 
free gifts of books which will be sold at the 
teachers’ fair for the benefit of the Teachers 
Union deficit. The Finance Committee 
offers to come to the publishing office and 
select the books which the publisher is 
asked to present to this fair to be held in 
New York on December 5th to roth. 

The letter reads in part: “Will you 
give us single copies of your latest books 
for children and adults and permit us to 
sell each one at 100% profit?” The ques- 
tion is what price will be put on a book to 
show 100% profit on nothing at all? Is it 
possible that the Teachers Union has made 
a mistake in arithmetic?

Binghamton’s New Book Store Caters to All Classes of Bookbuyers 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., has a new book- 
shop, opened last March by Irving Keats. 
Binghamton is half-way between New 
York City and Buffalo in the southern tier 
of New York State cities, and is the larg- 
est city between Buffalo and New York in 
the southern tier. Mr. Keats made a sur- 
vey of New York State to determine the 
most promising city in which to open a 
bookstore before he selected Binghamton 
which he found to have a combined popula- 
tion of about 100,000 including its subur- 
ban towns, augmented by a surrounding 
farm and village population of about 
20,000. 

There are three department stores in 
Binghamton two of which carry a general 
line of books. ‘There are the inevitable 
drugstores and cigarstores selling reprints 
and remainders. ‘There are a number of 
lending libraries—none on the main floor. 
This was the competition that a new gen- 
eral bookstore would have to face. 

Keats Book Store is situated opposite 
Woolworth’s on the main street of Bing- 
hamton, that is, on Court Street. The shop 


carries nothing but books. Mr. Keats has 
used both the newspaper and weekly local 
broadcasts to describe his bookshop and its 
service. He carries a general stock, cater- 
ing both to the frivolous and the serious. 
He stresses the recent publications and the 
older classics. He has discovered that his 
customers are a better market for the best 
new non-fiction than for the new fiction. 
For example, he has sold 22 copies of “Van 
Loon’s Geography” and only one copy of 
“Sons” though “Sons” has been popular in 
the circulating library. He has a steady 
sale for reprints, gift books and children’ 
books. He finds a steady demand for chil- 
dren’s books with colored plates at a price 
not to exceed one dollar. On October 6th 
Count von Luckner lectured in Bingham 
ton and Mr. Keats had a large quantity o! 
his book on sale at the lecture. Fine bind- 
ings, first editions and illustrated books are 
always the most prominent part of the wit 
dow displays, although Mr. Keats confesses 
that Binghamton collectors are very muC 
like collectors everywhere at  present— 
very, very shy.

In Buffalo the Children’s Department of 
the Otto Ulbrich Company, on the second 
floor of the Main Street store will have 
as their guest the famous “Hitty” with 
special programs on four days of the week. 
On Monday afternoon, Dorothy Lathrop, 
the illustrator of “Hitty,” will tell chil- 
dren and their parents how she made her 
pictures of children, fairies and animals. 
On ‘Tuesday Muriel Gilbert, who is a di- 
rector of the Children’s Department of the 
Buffalo Public Library, will talk on “The 
New Books for Children.” Mrs. William 
G. Barney will give a talk on “Poetry and 
Fairy Tales for Children” on Wednesday 
afternoon, and on Friday there will be a 
birthday party in celebration of the Louisa 
Alcott centennial. Eliza M. Sears of the 
Buffalo Seminary will talk on Miss Al- 
cott’s life and there will be a real birth- 
day cake for the children, the candles of 
which will be lighted in a simple pageant 
by young girls of about 18 countries, all in 
native costume. 

The Greenwood Book Shop in Wilming- 
ton, Delaware, will have some unusual dis- 
plays of books in new places in and about 
the city, and is looking forward to seeing 
two articles in the local papers, one for 
parents and one on the children’s books 
that are receiving the most attention from 
every source. Many children come to this 
siop with lists of books they have made 
at the displays which the shop puts into the 
public schools. 

Noble Smith, teacher-librarian in the 
ttsville, Virginia, High School, notes 
two objectives in his Book Week program: 
0 Dring worthy books to the attention of 
the pupils, and to show to the school com- 





munity the needs of the school library. 
This year each high school class will plan 
a show window exhibit. Space for these 
windows has been secured from public- 
spirited merchants, and many of the books 
have been donated by the Old Dominion 
Bookstore, which receives a credit card in 
each window. Other books are taken from 
the school library and others are borrowed 
from residents. Ribbon awards will be 
made for the best windows by a judging 
committee of citizens. Mr. Smith says that 
by advertising the needs of the library in 
this way, many good books that are bought 
this year in Charlottesville will become the 
property of the school library when their 
owners have finished with them. Many 
people, he observes, are of the opinion that 
a school library wants only sets of the 
classics and are surprised to find a need for 
acceptable modern books as well. 

Street car advertising will be used by 
Stokes & Stockell in Nashville, Tenn., in 
cooperation with Mills’ Book Store, to call 
attention to Book Week. Miss Stockell 
is so competent a juvenile saleswoman that 
many Nashville people wouldn’t think of 
buying a child’s book without first consult- 
ing her. ‘This fall Miss Stockell and 
Suzanne Miller, the children’s librarian at 
the Carnegie Library in the city, worked 
out a plan whereby the library issued lists 
of books suitable for children from 15 
months to 15 years and in return for the 
bookshop’s promise to stock at least one 
each of the 260 titles included a line say- 
ing that they could all be secured from 
Stokes & Stockell. The display window 
for Book Weck will contain the complete 
library with a card telling what it is and 
why it is being featured. It is the hope 
of the shop that publishers will donate one 
each of the titles the shop does not stock, 
as a permanent display, to go on a special 
shelf. 

Dutton’s, Inc., in New York City, pre- 
sented May Lamberton Becker on Novem- 
ber 11th in a talk on children’s books, 
which opened their Book Week observance 
and at the same time inaugurated a series 
of lectures for the fall season which will 
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include several other important names. A 
special children’s book window display is 
also a part of the program. This display 
features ‘““The Twin Grizzlies of Admir- 
alty Island” and is built around five stuffed 
grizzly cubs. 

At the New York Public Library there 
will be a special opening program for the 
22nd annual exhibition of children’s books 
suggested as holiday gifts in the Children’s 
Room of the Library on Monday after- 
noon, November 14th at 4 o'clock. May 
Massee, formerly head of the Doubleday, 
Doran juvenile department, will speak on 
“Art in a Child’s Book” and Frederic G. 
Melcher, editor of the Publishers Weekly, 
will talk on the recent progress in the art 
of making children’s books. Ingri and 
Parin d’Aulaire, authors of “Ola,” will be 
guests of honor. 

Walter Prichard Eaton will be the 
chief speaker on the Book Week program 
Wednesday, November 16th, in the Ameri- 
can School of the Air broadcast over 
WABC and the Columbia network at 
2:30 p.m., E.S.T. He will give a general 
talk on boys’ and girls’ reading, leading up 
to an announcement of the presentation of 
a scene from “Little Women.” ‘The 
School of the Air programs reach pupils 
in 40,000 schools over the country. 

W. Orton Tewson will give two 
broadcasts on children’s books, one over 
WJZ, “Books for Bairns,” November 15th 
at 4:45 and another November 22nd from 
WNYC at 7:15. 

From WOR Mrs. Monica Selwin-Tait 
will give children’s book reviews at 
10:30 a.m. on Friday, November 18th. 

A number of other talks are scheduled 
for the Week in other cities but the time 
at which they are to be given is not definite 
as we go to press. “The Sunday newspapers 
on the 13th will carry anouncements of 
them. 


Printing Crisis Averted 

The crisis in the book and job printing 
industry in New York City was apparently 
passed last week when after an all night 
conference between committees representing 
employers and compositors, an agreement 
was reached whereby a truce was declared 
pending the final outcome of the arbitra- 
tion proceedings which are now being held.

Doubleday’s Dollar Book Club 


“ANY PLAN TO DISPOSE effectually of re- 
mainders in channels which will not permit 
them to be put on display to the public is a 
real service to the booktrade,’ comments 
Doubleday, Doran in answer to inquiries 
made by the Publishers’ Weekly. ‘‘We 
think we have evolved a plan which in the 
long run promises to be a great help in 
solving this troublesome problem. The 
Club has been in operation for over a year 
selling remainders by mail to its members 
only, at $1.00 per copy, irrespective of the 
original price. ‘This reduces considerably 
the number of remainders on display and 
helps to maintain the prices of new books. 

‘The Club adheres strictly to the recom- 
mendation on remaindering of the Joint 
Board of Publishers and Booksellers. That 
is, books the Club offers are confined to fic- 
tion which has been published for at least 
one year, and non-fiction which has been 
published for at least two years. Any ex- 
ceptions to this rule are by the permission 
of the Joint Board. 

“The books remaindered by the Club 
have always been supplied to the trade by 
Doubleday, Doran & Co. on the basis of 
$1.00 list less regular trade disccunts. 

“When the Club was first started the 
recommendation of the Joint Board as to 
remaindering was not in existence and some 
books were used by the Club at earlier 
releases. In fairness to the booktrade 
Doubleday adopted the plan of rebating 
booksellers on such copies of the books on 
the Club lists, as the booksellers still had 
in stock. Now, however, that the one year 
and two year recommendations of this 
Joint Board have been formulated and the 


Doubleday One Dollar Book Club is ad- 
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hering strictly to the recommendation in its 
choice of books, Doubleday feels that the 
necessity for the rebates formerly allowed 
is at an end, and that in fairness further 
rebates will not be granted. 

‘“‘No special provision has been made for 
notifying booksellers as to the titles which 
by the Club’s operations are being kept out 
of remainder channels, just as no formal 
notification by publishers in general is given 
to the trade of titles which are to be re- 
maindered in the usual way. On request 
of any bookseller, however, he will be sent 
the Monthly Bulletin of the Club in which 
is a full list of the titles which the Club 


is offering for that particular month.” 


Obituary Notes 
WILL L. COMFORT 


Witt Levincton Comrort, author ot 
many novels of adventure, died in Los 
Angeles on November 2, at the age of 54. 
Mr. Comfort was born in Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, in 1878, served in the Spanish- 
American War and was a war correspon- 
dent in the Russo-Japanese War. Many 
of his experiences were transfered to his 
novels. ‘Routledge Rides Alone,’ (Lip- 
pincott) perhaps his best known _ book, 
which pictured his experiences in the 
Russo-Japanese fight, was used by peace 
societies as propaganda. His latest book 
“The Pilot Comes Aboard’ was pub- 
lished by Dutton this year. 


SALOMON REINACH 


Dr. SALOMON REINACH, director of the 
National Museum of Antiquities in St. 
Germaine, France, and known as one of 
the world’s most distinguished archeologists, 
died November 4 at his home in Boulogne- 
sur-Mer at the age of 74. Dr. Reinach 
was the author of more than 70 volumes 
on art, religion and philosophy as well as 
thousands of articles on these subjects. His 
“Apollo” dealing with art has gone 
through 96 French editions. It is pub- 
lished by Scribner in this country, where 
it has had a sale of more than 150,000 
copies. 

Other well-known works by Dr. Reinach 
included his ‘Manuel de Philologie Classi- 
que,” ‘La Nécrophole de Myrina” which 
was written in collaboration with E. Pot- 


ter, ‘“Répertoire de la Statuaire Grecque et 


Romaine” in three volumes, and a monu- 
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mental work, “‘Répertoire de Peinture du 
Moyen Age et de la Renaissance. 1280- 
1580” which is accepted as a standard work 
everywhere. 


EDWIN WILDMAN 


EpwIN WILDMAN, author, and at one time 
editor of Forum, died November 2nd at his 
home in New York City. He was 65 
years old. In addition to his activities as 
an author, Mr. Wildman owned and 
edited several small newspapers during his 
lifetime and was, as well, war correspon- 
dent and staff writer for the World, 
Leslie’s Weekly and the Hearst Syndicate. 
In 1906, several years after leaving Har- 
vard, Mr. Wildman founded a magazine 
called, Mainly About People in America 
which was issued for fourteen months. 
Later he founded the Wildman Magazine 
News Service, and from 1918 to 1920 was 
editor of Forum, of which he was also 
president at that time. Following that he 
served at the head of Edwin Wildman, 
Inc., which did editorial work and pub- 
lishing of all sorts. Among his books were 
“America’s Attitude Toward the War,” 
“Reconstructing America,” “Founders of 
America,” “Building America,” ‘American 
Leaders of Industry” and “Writing to 
Sell.”
